A cablegram received Monday from Lon- 
don announces the safe return there of 
Mrs. William Northrop McMillan of St. 
Louis from a journey through Abyssinia, 
never taken by a white woman before.

He was start- 
ing on a dangerous trip of exploration into 
the wild country north of Lake Rudolph in 
Africa. between Abyssinia, the Soudan and 
British East Africa.

When taken before the acting chief, Ed- 
berch declined to produce or give up the 
sunburst. Without wasting further time 
on the cabman, Gillaspy ordered that he be 
thrown into a cell. 

The prospect of an indefinite stay in the 
holdover moved the driver to repentance, 
and he produced the diamonds without 
further delay. He was then released. 

Mr. Garesche called at the Four Courts 
Monday morning and recovered the prop- 
erty. He stated that by his conduct Ed- 
berch had lost a handsome reward.

“ON RIVER BANK 


Unidentified Man Dying From Self- 
Administered Carbolic Acid Near 
Jefferson Barracks Reported by 
Passer-By.

The appearance of the suicide is such that 
the police believe he was a prosperous busi- 
ness man, 

The entire absence of valuables or papers 
which might identify him leuds them to 
believe that his body was robbed either as 
he lay dying or immediately after his death. 

The suicide wore clothing of fine quality, 
his hands were gloved, his hair neatly trim- 
med, and everything about him showed 
evidence that he was a man of means. The 
old man who reported finding him was 
Plainly dressed. 

After pointing to the place where the sui- 
cide lay at the edge of the river, the old 
man told the soldier he would wait while 
the latter went to Jefferson Barracks for 
a physician. When the soldier and Dr. 
Fred W. Palmer, surgeon at the post, 
reached the place the man who had been 
lying on the bank was dead. The other had 
disappeared. 


Pockethook

The body was taken to Luxembourg, 
where the inquest was held Sunday even- 
ing and a verdict of suicide was returned 
The body was buried in a private cemetery 
at Juixembourg at 6 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. 

Justice Noerper who conducted the in- 
quest says that a large leather pocket- 
book found in the pocket was empty when 
taken at the inquest. 

It did not seem flattened, as if it had 
been empty some time, he says, but was 
puffed out as if its contents had recently 
been removed. No other article of value 
was found on the body.

His face was some- 
what round, smooth shaven, and his fea- 
tures were regular. He wore a suit of 
black clothes of good quality and evi- 
dently tailor-made. On his wuands were 
gloves. He wore tan shoes. His general 
appearance was that of a business man. 


He Tried to .

The body, when found, was. slightly 
bloated from contact with the water, but 
as the man was still alive when found, it 
is believed that he swallowed the acid, 
jumped into the river and then struggled 
to get back on the bank. Where he was 
found the water is shallow and there is 
little current. 

A. Sulla, living outside the city limits and 
in the neighborhood where the body was 
found, says an old man answering the de- 


scription of the one who first reported the 
suicide to the soldier, also told him a man 
was in the river. He says the old man 
was a stranger to him.

Dr. Royal Donmeyer Robbed His Host 
of $5000 Worth of 
Jewels. 


Dr. Royal Donmeyer, a young dentist, 
who came to St. Louis recently from Johns- 
town, Pa., pleaded guilty Tuesday morning 
to stealing diamonds valued 1t $6000 and 
valuable papers from the home of W. B. 
Hayes, 4850 St. Louis avenue, when brought 
before Judge Taylor in criminal division 
No, 9 of the circuit court. He was sen- 
tenced to two years:in the penitentiary. 

The sentence was made two years instead 
of five on recommendation of C. Orrick 
Bishop, assistant prosecuting attorney, be- 
cause Donmeyer had no previous criniina) 
record, 

Donmeyer met Mr. and Mrs. Hayes tn In- 
dianapolis several weeks ago. They in- 
vited him to their home on St. Louis ave- 
nue and he accepted. One afternoon, a 
month ago, while Mr. Hayes was in the 
bathroom, Donmeyer stole five diamonds 
valued at $5000, together with valuable 
papers from Mr. Hayes’ clothing. 

Donmeyer appeared in the Hayes home 
a few minutes after the robbery and ap- 
peared greatly shocked at the report of 
Mr. Hayes’ loss. He accompanied the lat- 
ter to the police station and there, despiteo 
Mr. Haves’ protest, was placed under ar- 
rest. 

While in jail his mother came from Johns- 
town and efter a long interview kissed him 
good-by. As they kissed Donmeyer trans- 
ferred the jewels from his mouth, where he 
had them concealed, to his mother’s mouth. 
She then left the jail. The transfer was 
effected in spite of the fact that guards 
were closely watching the pair. 

A few minutes after leaving the jail, the 
mother reached the Hayes home and re- 
stored the diamonds. She begged Mr. Haves 
not to prosecute her son, but he refused. 
Donmeyer's plea of guilty Monday morning 
followed. 

Donmeyer appeared in court alone He 

made his plea of guilty without betraying 
any emotion and after being immediately 
sentenced was taken back to fail. 
When Donmeyer was searched after be- 
ing arrested no diamonds were found on 
his person. He is reported to have told the 
police that he held them in his hand while 
being searched and afterwards transferred 
them to his mouth, where he concealed 
them during the time he was in jail.

There is a general impression among local 
turfmen that in view of the gallant ride 
and brilliant victory the sentence of two 
suspension against Jockey Alvin 
who piloted Colonial Girl over 


Grounds Saturday, will be lifted shortly. 

Booker was suspended by Starter Dade 
for disobedience at the barrier.

“I never saw a jockey more determined 
to get off welil,’’ said the turfman, laugh- 
ingiy. ‘He simply pushed Colonial Girl's 
nose into the barrier and held her there. 
While the rest of the horses were man- 
euvering at the net, turning and backing, 
Booker doggedly shoved his mount into the 
mark and refused to budge.” 

‘Here, you boys take your horses back 
there 10 yards and walk them up to the 
harrier,’ yelled Dade. 

“Not for Booker. He backed Colonial 
Girl up a few feet and positively refused 
to turn hér tail to the front. It was amus- 
ing. Threats of fine and suspension had 
no effect. It seemed as if he could see the 
$50,000 out in front of him and he wasn't 
going to turn his back on it.”’

Booker’s persistence resulted in his 
getting off well, though according to 
the official caller the great Redfern got 
Hermis off in front. Booker says that he 
got off ahead of the bunch, selected the

Jockey Booker is a native of Illinois 
and began riding in St. Louis. He has 
been known as a good rider for some 
time, but the World's Fair Handicap was 
the first great race in which he rode the 
winner. He won his first race at the 
Delmar track on Velasquez in 1902. 

Booker was ruled off the local tracks 
for complicity in the well-known “com- 
bination’ with Troxler, Hall and other 
jockeys. He is now under contract to 
ride for the Crawford-Darden stables and 
was loaned to Rowe for the Handicap.

jubilation is probably numbered W. Fe 
Rogers, her former owner. Rogers 
bought Colonial Girl for Michael Murphy 
of Philadelphia for $3500 as a yearling. 

Murphv brought her in company with 
Fitzkanet, Fugurtha and others to St. 
Louis and here sold his stable. Rogers 
wanted Colonial Girl and Fitzkanet and 
Murphy told him to name his price. Rog- 
ers finally got “the Girl’ for $1000 and 
Fitzkanet for $500.

He 
eventually bought Fitzkanet back but 
Colonial Girl stayed with the Rowe sta- 
ble and won the $50,000 stake for her 
owner, besides several good races last 
season.
